"OUR JY’DICIAL OMO.ARCHT." 

By Q. E. ROE. / 

(Rsrlewed by Oscar Rademaker.) 

BookA like men, are products of 
the times. "Our Judicial Oligarchy' 
will therefore be no surprise to the 
reading and thinking public. Never* 
iheleaa the book being in the nature 
of a trespass on forbidden ground, it 
will prove htffhly Interesting to some, 
entertaining to otherA and Instructive 
to all. 

Mr. Roa the author of the book, 
la a New York lewyer, a progreeslve, 
and a stanch friend of La FoUette. In 
his book* hs. of course, reflects the 
Influences of each and all of these des- 
IgnationA In the first place, he treate 
the Judiciary, stste as well as federsi. 
with the utmost delicacy and resen‘«. 
becoming to those who do homage to 
the wool sack. In the second place his 
criticism of courts and judges la no 
more t).an progrcHslve. His subject 
Is divided Into seven chapters of which 
the first deals with the popular dis¬ 
trust of the courts. In the second, 
third, fourth and fifth chapters he 
glvee the reasons for this distrust as 
follows: (a) The courts have usurp¬ 
ed the power to declare laws unconstl- 
i*4tlonai; (b) The courts having as¬ 
sumed the power to declsre other-stat¬ 
utes Invalid merely because the Jddges 
disapprove the policy of such legisla¬ 
tion; (c) The Judges by reading their 
own views Into statutes, have made 
the Judiciary a law-making b;*anch of 
the government: (d) The poor man la 
not an equality with the rich one be¬ 
fore the courts. Chapter « utals with 
the dangers of poyutar distrust of 
courtA while Chapter 7 gives uu sug¬ 
gestions for the reform of the Judi¬ 
ciary*. Amt. popular discussion of the 
subject; second, th# recall of Judges: 
and third, legislation llmitlng>'the i>ow- 
er of Judges. 

Mr. Roe Is not the first one tn the 
field of inquiry of courts and their 
Judges. Several magaslne writers have 
preceded him, and the "Appeal to 
Reason" has published some years 
ago In pamphlet form ajielection of 
Infamous decisions. Ills book, how¬ 
ever. Is timely and will be a thought 
provoker among non-Boclollsts. 

From the Socialist point of'^lew. 
naturally the book hits beside the 
mark. We, of the clan of MarA know 
aS‘3 give the reason for the courts and 
Judges nodding approvingly to the 
powers of exploitation. Courts like

The modern dty 
can bring its dally foods from a thousand 
or ev^n 2,000 miles beyond Its boundary 
lines. And besides, there is reason to 
believe that In these days we get a 
far larger average food yield from every 
acre farmed than they did 4.00(yycars’ 
ago: which means, of course, that a 
given agricultural area will in these 
day.s sustain a much denser populweion 
than In the days when Babylon and 
Ninevab were the gr^at metropolitan 
rules of the earth. 

The expansion of dty populations 
during the past half century has been 
marvelous, and nobody can foretell 
where the size of the modern dty is 
going to find a llm!e. London, in Us 
metropolitan extehsloo, has 7,000.(X)0. 
and Is still growing. Baltimore, within 
Us metropolitan area, has about 700.000 
population and room for 4,000.000. 
The enormous concentration of popu¬ 
lations is rendered possible In modgrt^ 
cities not only by the reach of the ateam 
railroads and the swift steamboats line 
but by the rapid transit mettiods within 
the dty llralU. The big dty Is made 
prtssible by putting spare out of the 
count.—Baltimore Amerlrao.

Municipal Danger of Socialism!’’ 

One of The Leader's enterprising young men has found that since 
the election of "non-partisans" to municipal,office, capital h.s shown 
decided timidi'ty. As compared with the corresponding period in the 
last year of Socialist administration, the records for the months of 
April, Atay and June show a loss of SI87,000 in new capital invested in 
Milwaukee. 

In face of these figures what arc we to think of those eminent 
authorities on matters pertaining to finance, who assured us that all 
that was needed to boom business in Milwaukee and send the prices of 
real estate skyward was the election of a "non-partisan" administration ? 
Is it possible that after all they arc gifted with no prescience and that 
as a matter of fact it is of small consequence so far as real estate values 
and opportunities for investment are concerned whether we have 
"non-partisan" or Social-Democratic administration? 

It is true that while Milwaukee had a Socialist administration 
there was a large increase in the amount of capital invested in manu- 
factun'ng enterprises. It is likewise true that the city's commercial 
and financial activities were greater than ever before and that more 
men were eniployed in its industries than at any previous time. These 
facts were established by the statistics of the Merchants and Manu¬ 
facturers' association. 

It did not follow, of course, that the Socialist adm<'nistration in the 
city hall was responsible. The causes had no relation to municipal 
government. Mr. Bading and his associates, of course, are not re¬ 
sponsible for the falling off in the investments of capital in local un¬ 
dertakings, though we may be sure, if the figures were reversed, there 
would be no hesitation by them to assume the credit. Yet these figures 
maki a striking commentary upon the insistence by the oracles of 
money that with the defeat of the Socialists Milwaukee would be re¬ 
lieved from the "disgrace" of an honest, efficient and enlightened ad¬ 
ministration of its municipal affairs, and its industrial and commercial 
and financial institutions stimulated to great and profitable activity.' 

Do these men take themselves seriously or are they as shallow 
pated as their chattering indicates when they discuss business in its 
relation to politics? We should prefer to think that they are frauds 
rather than fools.—Milwaukee Leader.

Bhe had married yx>ung. a roan many yearn 
oMer than herself, bad never been blessed by 
children of her own. and bad many years of her 
married life been the undeserving victim of an 
ignorant tyranleal aeHUh husband, who never 
grew weary of nagging her for what be called 
her "Infidel rellglooa faith.” and her "dangerous 
and outrageoua political opinions.” If she 
banded out to a poor unemployed whKc man or 
woman a cold bite to eat. she got a lecture. If 
she fed or In any way aided or encouraged an 
eecaplng negro alave, and her husband found It 
out. there waa a violent outburst of disapproval 
and denuodation In tftore for her. 

Many times did she spend hours, even whole 
nights lo tears aod grief t>ecause of the cruelty of 
this brutal man who bad-no appreciation ctf a 
good wife nor any proper conception of the mar¬ 
riage relation or of a true reltgmua life. 

But my objeci tn wiitlng this narrative Is not 
t4t give a hiatory of the Bennett family, but to 
note down incidents In the life of Robert Eugad.
